This Filter is made of porous stone, in the shape of a bottle, and on account 
of its simplicity in use, will be found invaluable in hot climates, or 
where it is difficult to obtain pure water. 

When filtered water is required, it is only necessary to place the filter 
empty , even in the most dirty water, ponds, rivers, &c., when the water 
will filter through the sides into the bottle, from whence it can be used 
in a purified state. . 

To keep the water in the filter, a cork tightly inserted into the neck will 
prevent it oozing through, consequently it is especially adapted for 
travelling purposes. 

By slightly raising the cork the water will gently ooze through the sides, 
and the rapid evaporation from the surface, which always takes place 
in hot climates, will produce a most refreshing and delightful coolness 
in the water.

NEW PROCESS OF REPRODUCING OIL PAINTINGS ON CANVAS AND ON PANELS.

Peinture-Bogaerts is the title under which one of the 
most notable art-discoveries of modern times makes its 
dSbut. Beyond question the latest, this is at the same 
time the most successful method of any yet attempted 
for reproducing oil paintings by purely mechanical means.

true position and proper mission of 

liberal arts, 

The embellishments of life.” 

The love of the beautiful, like hope, springs eternal in the 
human breast ; the sentiment is common to mankind. 
Natural man, whether prince or peasant, is amenable 
to the beneficial influences exercised by the fine arts ; 
poverty and ignorance alone have blunted his sensibilities. 
A painter’s embassy to the world is : 

“ To wake the soul by tender strokes of art, 

To raise the genius, and to mend the heart.” ' 
Fortunately, however, the day is passed in which the 
necessity existed to prove, by force of elaborate argument, 
the desirability of instilling and cultivating art tastes 
among the masses. 

“ Make art domestic ; to the people’s home 
Bring the rich treasures of old Greece and Rome ; 

And ’twill be found, though slow the progress be, 

That art to pleasure adds morality,” 

Hitherto the means adopted for securing this desirable 
end, while in a measure commendable, have again and 
again defeated the very object sought to be gained. 

Lovers of art and all believers in the regeneration of man- 
kind by purely human and moral rather than supernatural 
means will heartily welcome an invention by which oil 
paintings may be reproduced with a fidelity to the originals 
that actually deceives the author of the work, and at a price 
that brings the fac-similes within the purchasing power of 
the great mass of the people. In the Middle Ages crowned 
heads and powerful lords were the self-constituted patrons 
of art ; to them every disciple of “ Nature’s handmaid ” 
was, perforce, compelled to look for countenance, support, 
and fortune. In the present day the people is the great 
court of appeal, the tribunal whose judgment is sought; 
the critic whose approval is solicited ; the buyer whose 
custom is desired. Now-a-days, artist, manufacturer, 
and scientist alike find it more profitable to devote their 
best energies to the task of supplying the requirements of 
the million, than to that of pandering to the whims and 
follies of the few. The principle that all men are equal, as 
regards their right and title to the full enjoyment of the 
pleasures of life, regulates the commercial no less than 
the political arrangements of the civilised world. 


“Our friends are as true and our wives are as comely 
And our home is still home, be it ever so homely.’’ ’ 

By the introduction of the “ Peinture-Bogaerts ’’theartii 
embellishment of the homes of the people is rendered;* 
sible. Like all inventions and innovations which h] 
brought about great and lasting changes in the world 
political, social, or artistic— the new process makes 
first appearance in a very simple and unassuming < u 
Although, undoubtedly destined to effect a complete 
volution in all matters appertaining to the production 
works of art, it does not seek to take public opinion 
storm, but rather to win it by force of merit alone. 

Produced on canvas or panels, as may seem mi 
desirable, having that roughness of surface peculiar to 
paintings, and which even goes so far as to suggest the i 
of the brush in their production, characterised by a refit 
ment of execution well in keeping with their refinement 
conception— the originals of which these manufactures £ 
copies being of a high order of merit — and possess 
of that indescribable look which in all other cases dist 
guishes the real from the imitation in the matter of < 
paintings, these reproductions satisfactorily and succe 
fully meet the requirements of the hour. Indeed, it will 
a source of wonder if the skill and ingenuity of the futi 
produce results in this particular direction more commer 
able than those attained by the Bogaerts process. Su 
unimpeachable authorities in matters of this kind as t 
Paris Figaro , L'Univers Illusive, the Cologne Gazette , a 
other eminent continental newspapers, and the represen 
tive organs of art and printing in Belgium, France, Hollar 
Germany, and Switzerland, have written of this discove 
and the beneficial revolution it is calculated to effect, 
terms of high praise. Authoritative, however, as su 
judgment unquestionably is, its weight and value bear 
comparison to that possessed by the testimony of t 
artists whose works have been reproduced. By this 
valuable discovery not only may “ the rich treasures 
old Greece and Rome” be brought to the homes of t 
people, but also the art possessions of every country unc 
the sun. Engravings and photographs have done mu 
to familiarise the masses with the achievements of wor 
renowned artists, and in so doing have performed a go 
and glorious work ; but owing to the lack of two import: 
qualities, colour and life, the effect they have produced t 
fallen far short of the possible. While meeting to the 1 
both these requirements, the “ Peinture-Bogaerts ” are 
the same time art works in the true sense of that tern- 
tasteful, harmonious, refined, and elevating. The invt 
tion of printing rendered inestimable service to the cat 
of literature and science ; the invention of a process 
which oil paintings may be faithfully and cheaply rep 
duced, is calculated to effect a revolution no whit « 
beneficial in the domain of painting. While the 0 
assisted the diffusion of human thought, the other achie' 
the popularisation of art.

t( In order to raise an oil lamp to the level of gas in point of cleanliness and convenience, 
it was first of all necessary to devise a burner and accessories which should secure com- 
plete combustion, and which should thus preserve the wick from becoming loaded with 
waste. For this purpose it was necessary to convert the oil into gas, not in the flame, but 
somewhat beneath it, and so to regulate the two factors of combustion — the quantity of 
this gas and the quantity of atmospheric oxygen— that neither of them should be present 
in excess. Mr. Silber has fully attained both these results ; and he has done this, not so 
much by any invention, as by the patient study of the principles underlying familiar rule- 
of-thumb practice, and by the exact adaptation to each other of parts which had previously 
been adapted only rOughly and approximately. It would be impossible without the aid 
of diagrams fully to describe his contrivances, but it may be said that he has succeeded 
in producing an argand or circular burner for petroleum which gives a perfectly bright, 
clear, smokeless, and odourless flame, together with an illumination by the side of which a 
flame of the same magnitude, furnished by one of Sugg's gas burners, looks dull and 
ghostly. These circular burners for petroleum can be made any size, from the smallest to 
a yard or more in diameter, all that is necessary being the introduction in the larger sizes 
of an inner core of concentric tubes, by which the passage of air to the inner aspect of the 
wick is controlled, and its course advantageously directed. One of these burners, having 
a diameter of i£ inches, gives a light equal to that of 28 standard sperm candles, each 
consuming 120 grains per hour. A burner of i| inches diameter gives a light equal to 
that of 50 candles ; and in all of them the top of the chimney may be obstructed without 
the production of smoke, so that a silver spoon held over the opening remains absolutely 

untarnished.” “ THE LANCET.” 

“THE Silber Light, to which attention has recently been directed by two articles in the 
Times paper, seems to be an invention that has important sanitary bearings. According 
to the descriptions of it that have been published, Mr. Silber has succeeded in producing 
a lamp which effects the perfect combustion of any kind of mineral or vegetable oil, that 
, gives a greater amount of light than has ever before been obtained for equal consumption 
and that sends nothing into the atmosphere but carbonic acid and water. In the first 
place, it is well known that gas— London gas at least— gives off during its combustion a 
variety of sulphur compounds that are highly destructive to books, furniture, and pictures, 
and that certainly cannot be entirely harmless to human lungs. Both gas burnerc and 
lamps, moreover, are commonly so constructed as to emit a considerable quantity of 
finely-divided and unconsumed carbon, which gives a peculiar stuffy sensation to those 
who ^breathe the air in which it is suspended. Perhaps the best test of the practical 
effect of gas combustion- is furnished by burning a small jet or mere night-light of gas 
in the bed-room, and by then entering this room during the night after being in the open 
air. Any medical man who has gas in his house, and who is liable to be called up, may 
speedily apply this test for himself, and we are much mistaken if it will not lead him to 
relegate the sulphur-loaded compounds sold by the metropolitan gas companies to the 
passages and the basement, and to use some other illuminating agent for ^ ^d-rooms 
and sitting-rooms of his family. The Silber lamps give off nothing that can be in the 
smallest degree injurious— neither unconsumed oil, nor sulphur, nor finely-divided carbon, 
and when they are used to burn petroleum, they afford an amount of light for is. 6d. that 
is almost precisely equivalent to that given by 1,000 feet of London gas at 3s 6d. In many 
cases the additional light will be more important than the pecuniary saving, and will come 
next in value to the preservation of the purity of the atmosphere. A large amount of eye 
disease is caused or aggravated by working at various occupations with imperfect light , 
and the brilliant illumination afforded by the Silber lamps seems likely to be of great 
benefit to numerous persons who at present use their vision under heavy disadvantages.

“THE WORLD.” 

“Dr Kitchener wrote, a great many years ago, that when a man was past fifty he soon 
had occasion to bless the memory of the inventor of snuffers. These once useful impk- 
ments have been improved out of existence ; but even a generation which never saw them 
mav greatly suffer, especially among those who are addicted to nocturnal reading and 
wnUng from the defects of artificial light. A literary friend has lately imparted to me how 
much h’is discomforts of this kind have been removed by following the advice of an oculist, 
who told hirn^to work at night only by the light of Silber burners, consuming either oil or 
gas It seems that the light given by these burners, besides being abundant in quantity, 
fs limost exactly like sunhght in its quality ; so that it produces the same spectrunri when 
refracted through a prism, and allows even the most delicate shades of colour to be drs- 
tinguished. M S y friend, who had manifestly been getting up the subject and i was enthu- 
siastic about it said that the irritating effect of ordinary artificial light is chiefly due to its 
sup^abundance oryenow, and that from this the Silber lights are free. I impart this infor- 
mation for the benefit of all whom it may concern.
